It Has Tauffht.

BOSTON, Aug. 23.—A Journal reporter 


interviewed 
Admiral Sampson 
on 
the 


train for Washington. 


Sampson was reminded that Admiral 


Olomb, and English naval authority, had 
said this war had taught no lessons in 
naval architecture nor naval strategy. 


"If he said that," was the coiumor.c, 


"he does not know what he is talking 
about, for this' war lias taught a .great 
many things. For one thing, it 
has 


shown the necessity for making ships of 
war fire proo:. It won't suffice merely 
to make tho woodwork fire proof, in my 
opinion, for there are objoctioiis to the 
process as it involves unnecessary cx- 
pdnse. Ships ought to be built practi- 
ca.lly without woodwork at all a.r.d then; 
is no good reason why these ciimiot be 
done. After the way-in which.the wood- 
work of the Spanish ships caught fire, 
causing the destruction' of ships, there 
can be no question aboiit the importance 
of this change." 


"The trouble with Clo-.nb may be that 


he has always been a.n advocate of tor- 
pedo boats. We are not likely to hear so 
much about torpedo boats as we used to 
before tho war," was suggested. 


"Probably not. At the same time, it 


must be remembered torpedo boats have 
never had a really-fair trial They have 
always 
been1 of a faulty 
construction. 


Necessary qualities have licen sacrificed 
to speed. There is no good-reason why 
tho torpedo boat should have a speed of 
more than twenty-four 
or twenty-five 


miles per hour, but it has been thought 
so importnr.t to have them speedy that 
they have been made too light and in 
Kmis instances they are little better than 
egg sliclls. "The . torpedo tot., has.:'its 
uses, but it- ought to be- built 'according 
to right ideas." 


'"It won't do either to draw too hasty 


a. conclusion of the way-in which the 
Gloucester, which was n converted yacht, 
did up the Furor and Pluton. The Glou- 
cester 
was hastily tran.-formcd into 
a 


torpodn boat destroyer, it is true, but it 
in not a small boat by aj-.y means." 


"How 
about- big guiisf was asked. 


The 8-inch and rapid fire gun; seem to 
have done most of the execution both at 
Manila, and Santiago, nnd n. great mony 
people sconi to think guns of a higher 
caiibtr as twelve hich nnd thirteen inch, 
arc not of so much account in battle." 


"The big gun? will always be lieoded. 


There is a work which they can do which 
is out of question for smaller calibers. It 
happened-at Santiago the 8-inch guns and 
rapid fin: gmtf 
did great execution but 


this waj; because they could strike the 
Spaniards below 'Jic belt, as it wore. 
T'nat is the light armored portions of the 
Spanish ships wore exposed to their fire. 


At Manila the Spanish ships were not 


heavily armored ut nl!. When it comes 
to piercing heavy a.rmor, the high caliber 
guns must be brought into account. The 
armor piercing capacity of a. gun is al- 
most exactly proportioned to its caliber. 
For instance'.in 8-inch gun can- pierce 6- 
incli armor, 12-inch guns 12-inch armor, 
and so- on. Yes, big guns are needed. 


Then there is the question of smokeless 


powder. Our ships ought to be supplied 
with smokeless powder for several rea- 
sons. The first and most important is 
the great advantage in velocity. With 
ordinary powder the velocity is some- 
thing like 21,000, with smokeless powder 
it is nearer .23,000. Ships v.stag black 
powder are at a. disadvantage, too, from 
the fact that'when or.e gun has been 'dis- 
charged, the gun next to it must wait 
until the smoke is cleared away before 
the target can be sighted. 
These are 


among the reasons why smokeless pow- 
der is to bo preferred to any other." 


Admiral Sampson commented on'the 


excellent physical condition of the men 
aboard the fleet and t-hc astonishing ex- 
emption from disease us well as wounds. 
He had just bccii in-formed that out of 
twelve thousand men on the fleet there 
had been only twenty casualties, through- 
out the. war, 


"But,"' he remarked simply, "we kno-w 


how to take care oif our men in the n-avy. 
You see, we are fi.lwa.ys on a war footing."

A representative for the Journal met 


Mr. Richard T. Robinson, secretary of 
the J. I. Case T. M. Oo. this morning and 
sought information as to the possibility 
of that company removing from Racine. 


Mr. Robinson said that they were be- 


ing repeatedly urged to avail themselves 
of the offers made to locn.te elsewhere by 
the parties who have nta.de. thsin proposi- 
tions, and that the offers they had re- 
ceived were so liberal that it made it a.p- 
ivjar t!ic height of folly fo decline them. 
When the firm considered that they had 
gotten to a point in Racine where their 
hands are tied, for want of room, and 
that elsewhere they were giver, whole 
acres of buildings to start with die in- 
ducements 
were too alluring to turn 


domi because of what advantage was to 
be gained by staying here. 


Mr. Robinson admitted that so fur as 


the officers of the institution! were con- 
cerned they personally would very much 
dislike to leave the city, but he stated 
that the urgent need for more room made 
it imperative to disregard their personal 
feelings for the welfare of Ui'o business. 


'•"We are going to bo short storage room 


for 1,000 machines," said Mr. Robinson, 
•'and that mea^is, that had we this room 
we couid keep our plant running twelve 
month;: in the year with «. force equiva- 
lent to ajid larger than we are now em- 
ploying hi xu:r busiest time. I do not 
consider that we have asked anything of 
ihe city'that we had not every right to 
expect would bo granted. Racine is es- 
sentin.IJv a m:uiufncturing city, aud must 


off its factories. As its

From a financial standpoint this gov- 


ernment has much the' better of the 
Spanish adversary. War in late years 
has become largely a matter of dollars 
and ceata. Of course, if the nations 
happen to be good fighters and also 
fairly equal In men and resources, gen- 
eralship may cut a considerable figure. 
But normally.,the nation with the long- 
est purse la the one which must ia the 
end triumph. In this connection the 
relative debts of America and Spain are 
instructive. 


In order that the pride of the yankeo 


might not be hurt it would be well if 
tho enemy were better equipped in 
money for the conflict. But things must 
bo taken as- they are and not as the 
contending factors might wish. It fol- 
lows, therefore, thut. the United States 
are engaged in a war with a nation la- 
boring under a burden of dobt which 
amounts to practical confiscation. The 
national debt of Spain Is about 486 
pesetas per capita, or something near 
$96 In American money. Only a short 
time ago the best European authority

These wero weighty words, and the 


nest morning a full meeting of the di- 
rectors of Da Beers sat for five hours to 
consider thorn, and in the end, by the 
casting vote of the general manager, it 
was decided to accept Mr. Burrows' 
terms. 


Tho next day on the advice of Inspect- 


or Lipinski, who had never believed 
that tho diamonds had come from the 
Griqualand mines, they wero submitted 
to tho inspection of a committee of ex- 
ports, and they unanimously decided 
that no such stones over hadT)een or in 
all probability would be found in Kim- 
berley or its neighborhood.

Origin of tlie . 


Monroe Doctrine. 


Everything relaring to the principle of 


territorial expansion or the reverse Is 
of'interest just now, and yet there are 
few persons outside of public- life '.who • 
are familiar with the origin of the 
much discussed "Monroe doctrine," Thig 
is how it came Into existence: 


Soon after the final defeat of the great 


Napoleon, on the field of Waterloo. June; 
15, 1S15, the rulers of Russia, France,' 
.Vustria and Prussia, in dread of the 
republican sentiment 
which seemed 


widespread, .formed an international al- 
liance for mutual protection against t,ho. 
disturbing elements within their owe 1 
borders, and. In. succeeding years aided 
ea.cn other materially, as In the Instance 
where the French troops quelled the In- - 
surrection against Ferdinand VII in 
Spain. .' 


At a'congress held by these allied 


powers .in -Austria it was agreed that 
the main purpose of the alliance should 
be to maintain the principle of the le- 
gitimacy of.'the existing dynasties and 
that if this principle was threatened In 
any country in Europe they should pre- 
serve it by actual and armed interfer- 
ence. 
. 
' • 


George Canning, the English secreta- 


ry of state, conceived the idea that these 
powers would attempt the subjugation 
of the Spanish colonies in America, 
which were then in successful rebellion, 
and communicated his suspicions In the 
summer ot 1823" to the American minis- 
ter, Mr. Rush. They were naturally sub- 
mitted to our government, and there- 
were animated cabinet meetings. In 
which the subject was exhaustively dis- 
cussed. 


The president, James Monroe, and th« 


secretary of war, John ,C. Calhoun, wer« 
particularly Impressed with tho possi- 
ble danger, and in his annual message 
to congress on Dec. 2. 1S23. the presi- 
dent used the following language: "We 
owe it to candor and to the amicable 
relations existing between the United 
States and the allied powers to declare 
that we should consider any attempt 
on their part to extend their system to 
any portion of this hemisphere as dan- 
gerous to our p?ace and safety. With 
the existing colonies or dependencies ot 
any European power we have not In- 
terfered and shall not interfere, but 
with1 the governments which- have de- 
clared their'independence and main- 
tained it and whose independence we 
have on great consideration and just 
principles acknowledged we could not 
view an interposition for oppressing 
them or controlling in any other man-. 
ner their destiny by any European pow- 
er in any other light than as a mani- 
festation of an unfriendly disposition 
toward the United States." 


Again, referring to a Russian claim 


to some part, of the northern Paciiic 
coast which, like a similar controversy 
with Great Britain, was subsequently 
amlcably settled, this expression was 
used: "The American continents should 
no longer be subjects for any new Eu- 
ropean colonial'settlemeat." This is the 
gist o£ what popular opinion has crysr 
talli'zed into the "Monroe doctrine." 
though It is .perfect'iy well known that 
the phraseology was that of the then 
secretary of state, John Qulncy Adams, 
the successor of Monroe in the presi- 
dential chair.

In a much wider but indefinite sense 


a popular Interpretation of the Mborbe 
doctrlni! means what Thomas 3?entor. 
said "was -a misconstruction fit &'•'— 
that is. a sort of political protErttofl £r 
guardianship of the two Americas .to 
be exercised by the United States.
